First, 
the claim language "returning to resources in unloaded condition" (argued in Applicant's Response, page 3, second paragraph) does not 
appear in the claim language as a limitation. The closest claim to this incorrect language is claim 40, which states, "determining a cost of 
returning to resources in an unloaded condition". As claimed, the determined cost of not having an ad or the ad being in an unloaded 
condition is a cost to advertising effectiveness as previously indicated. Second, the motivation used with Ganz is proper as Ganz 
disclosed ensuring utility with the knapsack function as previously indicated. Therefore, the rejections are maintained. 
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
